The influ- 
ence ot her conscientious work over the past years will be 
Telt by many for years to come. 


The value of television as an educational tool has been 
debated for some time. Some states now have state con- 
trolled stations and the question of the advisability of 
establishing such a station at the University of New Hamp- 
shire is now being discussed. Through the interest and 
generosity of several citizens and organizations a television 
antenna has been installed at the school and on inaugura- 
tion day there was an opportunity to see the possibilities 
ot this new medium. As soon as controlled programs be- 
come available a television set may well become standard 
equipment tor the majority of the schools.
